After he was fired May 4 by 
Sausalito school district trust­ 
ees. Principal Sidney F. Walton 
Jr. 
confidently promised his 
supporters it would cost Mann 
taxpayers 15 million to get rid 
of him. 
Tonight, according to the con­ 
troversial principal's attorney, 
district trustees will be offered 
a 'bargain.*' Walton will leave 
the district quietly, without fuss 
or further court action, if the 
board agrees to pay him $8.800 
or about half his salary for next 
year and agrees to drop its 
charges against him. according 
to attorney John George 
The decision to quit repre­ 
sents a change for the fiery' edu 
cator who vowed in May he 
would fight his firing as Martin 
Luther King School principal 
“through all the courts if neces­ 
sary." If all else failed, Walton 
promised he would set up free­ 
dom schools in Marin City for 
the black children who make up 
55 per cent of the district’s en­ 
rollment. 


CHANGES MIND 
But — for some reason Walton 
has changed his mind and his 
tactics during the past eight 
weeks. George says it is be­ 
cause he felt a long, bitter fight 
would be against the best inter­ 
ests of education in the district. 
“ He thought it would endanger 
the little good he did there in 
one year," the attorney said. 
He also revealed Walton plans 
to leave California and the field 
of public education and perhaps 
go to law school. 
But the real whys of the prin­ 
cipal's d e c i s i o n remained a 
mystery. He has been “out of 
town" for the past week and 
was not available to comment 
on his change of heart today. 
George said he did not think 
Walton had talked to the people 
of Marin City about his plans. 
For weeks there have been ru­ 
mors in the district that Walton 
planned to leave without further 
struggle, but his followers were 
still saddened and a bit 
when the rumors were con 
firmed.

Committee Suggests 
A Bucket Seat Ban 


l-.I Special Report 
SACRAMENTO - Elimina­ 
tion of bucket seats from cars 
and of many parking spaces in 
urban areas have been suggest­ 
ed by the Governor’s Committee 
on Traffic Safety. 
The committee’s repdh also 
recommended requiring motor­ 
cycle riders to wear helmets 
‘•substantial improvement” in 
medical care gives to accident 
victims, and mandatory - alco­ 
hol schools” for drivers convict­ 
ed of alcohol offenses 
The committee’s last report 
was in 1968. and many of its 
recommendations. 
including 
limits on the amount of alcohol 
that can be in a driver’s blood 
before he is considered drunk, 
were enacted by the 1969 Legis-1 
tature. 
'The recommendation on buck­ 
et seats came from the commit­ 
tee’s pedestrian s a f e t y task 
group, which complained that 
such split seats often force mo­ 
torists to enter and exit from 
the traffic side. 
The group urged that the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol consider 
the desirability “of requiring 
that all automobile s e a t i n g 
areas be required to be such 
that exit from the curb-side is 
both easy and practical for all 
types of passengers, so .as. to re­ 
duce the need to alight in the 
traffic lane.** 
'The group also recommended 
amendment of the Vehicle Code 
to prohibit curb, parking within 
.50 feet approaching a “stop** 
sign, “yield” sign, traffic signal 
or a marked pedestrian, cross­ 
walk. This would help drivers 
see pedestrians, the report not­ 
ed. 
It stressed that the recom­ 
mendation was aimed only at 
points “where significant vol­ 
umes of pedestrians would nor­ 
mally be expected,” such as 
m a r k e d crosswalks and en­ 
trances to arterial streets. 
The effect of such a recom­ 
mendation in. San Rafael’s busi­ 
ness district would be to elimi­ 
nate about two parking spaces 
on each side of each block. 
The report also recommended, 
that Street and Highways Code 
be amended to permit local au­ 
thorities to require installation 
of curbs., gutters and sidewalks. 


Authorities generally can re -1 
quire them only if more than 
half of the immediate area al­ 
ready has such improvements. 
A n o t h e r recommendation 
would require a full stop before 
leaving a driveway to enter a 
public street. The report noted

TODAY'S EDITORIALS 
There's No Special Magic 
In 53,000-Acre Seashore 


Among things threatened by infla* 
turn and its accompanying tax squeeze 
is Point Keyes National Seashore as it 
originally was conceived. 
It has long been apparent that no 
p r e d i c t i o n of the cost of the 
53,000-acre national park can be re­ 
garded as a firm figure. The latest es­ 
timate is $57.5 million. That amount 
has b e e n authorized, although $30,* 
943,773 of it has yet to be appropriat­ 
ed. 
EVEN $57.5 MILLION, however, 
will not be enough. The National Park 
Service and the Congress have both fi­ 
nally become aware of this. 
Each time the government has ob­ 
tained another appropriation for buy­ 
ing land for the national seashore, it 
has found that appropriation will buy 
fewer acres than had been planned. 
B e c a u s e of this inflation in land 
v a l u e s — applying to other govern­ 
ment purchases throughout the coun­ 
try, not just to the land in West Marin 
— Congress in 1968 decreed that 
thereafter the various agencies should 
no longer file “declarations of taking** 
when starting condemnation suits to 
acquire land. These declarations per­ 
mit the government to take the land 
immediately; but they require that it 
pay whatever price the court or jury 
decides. And these prices have run too 
far above estimates, . 
ABANDONING t h e “declaration 
of taking** means that the government 
can withdraw its condemnation suit if 
it appears likely the price will be be­ 
yond its means. 
This l e a v e s owners of land ear­ 
marked for the national seashore in an 
u n h a p p y position. Last w eek, attor­ 
neys for several of them protested to 
the Marin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors. ¿fe* , X ' 
It is interesting that one of the pro­ 


testing attorneys was Albert Bianchi. 
He ts an officer of the Marin Property 
Owners Association, which a week ear­ 
lier led a revolt against county spend­ 
ing. 
Attorneys must serve their clients. 
Whether the landowners represented 
by Bianchi before the supervisors last 
week are also members of the associa­ 
tion that protested the previous week, 
we do not know. 


HOWEVER, T H E TWO protests 
bring into focus a reality that we all 
must recognize: To trim government 
spending, somebody has to give up 
something. If everyone is to get every­ 
thing he wants, the cost to the taxpay­ 
er will be just too much. 
Just about everyone in Marin, we 
expect, would like to see Point Reyes 
National Seashore completed to th e 
53.000-a c r e size originally planned. 
But there is no magic in 53,000 acres. 
There is^ n o t h i n g that says a 
53.000-acre park is g r e a t but a 
30.000-park, for instance, would be 
disastrous. 
Since it appears that financing the 
53.000-acre park is going to cost so 
much more than anyone expected, and 
since we must hold down government 
spending, it would appear wise for the 
National Park Service to make sure 
that what it buys from the $7.1 million 
last allocated will fill in the gaps to 
make a complete park. If that is impos­ 
sible, it would be wise for it to plan a 
complete park with as little additional 
land purchase as possible. Then any 
e x c e s s land within the 53.000 acres 
could be removed from the "freeze” 
which hampers proper planning for 
West Marin. And we would not wind 
up with a national seashore checkered 
with private holdings within its pro­ 
posed boundaries.

Insecticides Still Needed 


A reader wrote ot us recent­ 
ly. conveying the idea that we 
hadn’t been giving insecticides 
a fair shake. He also sent 
s o m e informative literature 
which, while not agreeing 100 
per cent we found interesting. 
One item which caught our 
attention 
particularly 
w a s 
about the so-called biological 
controls — the use of other in­ 
sects, insect diseases and ster­ 


ilized male insects to control 
the insect population. 
There are about 3.000 truly 
destructive insects in the U.S. 
alone. There are about a dozen 
bio-controls which have proved, 
effective in the field, and an­ 
other 100 have been proved in 
the laboratory, most of which 
are useful against one or two 
specific species. 
This means that short of 


very laborious methods, such 
as hand-picking, the vast ma­ 
jority of insects will require 
some kind of chemical pesti­ 
cides for some years to come. 
And especially so in view of 
the greater demands which the 
population explosion is placing 
on our farmers. 
Sad to relate, lady bugs and 
praying mantids are not the 
whole answer.

Another 
is that African rulers are look­ 
ing after Africans. 
While the development in­ 
dustries in many of the Afri­ 
can countries have been na­ 
tionalized, much outside capi­ 
tal.

WASHINGTON - While it is 
conducting a rescue operation 
for the giant C5A cargo plane, 
the Pentagon is quietly prepar­ 
ing for a new type of plane 
procurement, one which will 
carry a Nixon administration 
trademark. 
There will be a sharp con­ 
trast with the C5A “package” 
as it was originally purchased 
several years ago under the 
direction of former Defense 
Secy. Robert S. McNamara. 
Fly-before-you-buy will be the 
new watchword. 
The new’ plan involves a pro- 
t o t y p e competition between 
the two companies whose ver­ 
sions of a new plane look best 
on paper. The idea is to get a 
pre-purchase look at real, op­ 
erating 
hardware 
and 
give 
competitors the best incentive 
to avoid cost overruns like 
those W’hich have plagued the 
C5A. 
THE PROJECTED A-X, a 
p l a n e with which the Air 
Force plans to provide better 
close air support for Army 
ground units, is now scheduled 
for such a prototype competi­ 
tion. At stake is a purchase of 
nearly 1.000 such planes at a 
cost of perhaps $1.5 billion 
over the years. 
Half a dozen plane makers 
have indicated an interest in 
the 
A-X 
competition. 
Their 
technical proposals are due at 
the Pentagon in early August. 
Cost estimates are to be sub­ 
mitted a couple of weeks later. 
Late this year two finalists 
will be selected by the Air 
Force on the basis of those 
submissions. Each will sign a 
fixed-price contract for about 
$30 million to build two proto­ 
type planes which will com­ 
pete against one another for 
the big production contract. 
THE AIR FORCE timetable 
calls for the first flight of the 
two competing planes about 18 
months 
after 
the 
prototype 
contracts are awarded. After a 
couple of months of manufac­ 
turer tes‘ flights the official 
air force 4 tly-off" will begin. 
To minimize change orders 
in the planning process (since 
they are one of the factors 


which cause cost escalation) 
the Air Force is providing a 
rather simple set of perform­ 
ance specifications for the new 
A-X. 
Envisioned is an airplane 
costing about $1 to $1.5 million 
after all research and develop­ 
ment is completed. The Air 
F o r c e wants a single-seat 
plane weighing up to 35.000 
pounds with a speed of 400 to 
500 nautical miles per hour. 


ONE I M P O R T A N T Air 
Force requirement is a “loi­ 
ter” capability — fuel and 
arms, to stay airborne over a 
contested area for at least two 
hours. Specifications call for 
short takeoff and landing cap­ 
ability so that small airfields, 
and even highways, can be 
used by the A-X. 


Another important Air Force 
requirement is “survivability” 
— an ability to take punish­ 
ment. The A-X prototypes are 
being touted as the first planes 
to be designed with survivabil­ 
ity as a principal goal. 
The Air Force has not speci­ 
fied a power plant for the new 
plane or even required that it 
be turbofan or turboprop. 
If Congress provides the nec­ 
essary funds and the prototype 
competition 
goes 
ahead 
on 
schedule, industry’ sources be­ 
lieve General Dynamics and 
Northrop should be viewed as 
favorites to wind up in the fi­ 
nal “fly-off.”

After he was fired May 4 by 
Sausalito school district trust­ 
ees, Principal Sidney F. Walton 
Jr. 
confidently 
promised 
his 
supporters it would cost Marin 
taxpayers $5 million to get rid 
of him. 
Tonight, according to the con­ 
troversial principal’s attorney, 
district trustees will be offered 
a ‘’bargain.” Walton will leave 
the district quietly, without fuss 
or further court action, if the 
board agrees to pay him $8.800 
or about half his salary for next 
year and agrees to drop its 
charges against him, according 
to attorney John George. 
The decision to quit repre­ 
sents a change for the fiery edu­ 
cator who vowed in May he 
would fight his firing as Mariin 
Luther King School principal 
‘‘through all the courts if neces­ 
sary.” If all else failed, Walton 
promised he would set up free­ 
dom schools in M arin City for 
the black children who m ake up 
55 per cent of the district’s en­ 
rollment. 


CHANGES MIND 
But — for some reason Walton 
has changed his mind and his 
tactics during the past eight 
weeks. George says it is be­ 
cause he felt a long, bitter fight 
would be against the best inter­ 
ests of education in the district. 
“ He thought it would endanger 
the little good he did there in 
one year,” the attorney said. 
He also revealed Walton plans 
to leave California and the field 
of public education and perhaps 
go to law school. 
But the real whys of the prin­ 
cipal’s d e c i s i o n rem ained a 
m ystery. He has been “ out of 
town” for the past week and 
was not available to comment 
on his change of heart today. 
George said he did not think 
Walton had talked to the people 
of Marin City about his plans. 
For weeks there have been ru­ 
m ors in the district that Walton 
planned to leave without further 
struggle, but his followers were 
still saddened and a bit puzzled 
when the rum ors were con­ 
firmed.

MOSCOW (UPI) - Eldridge 
Cleaver and a candidate for the 
U. S. Senate from California, 
Robert Scheer, led an 11-man 
delegation to North Korea today 
to try to make the American 
military presence in South Ko­ 
rea a new target of the antiwar 
movement. 
“ By going to Korea, we want 
to take on the brainwashing and 
propagandizing that has gone on 
about Korea in the U n i t e d 
States since the time of the Ko­ 
rean War,” said Scheer, former 
editor of Ramparts magazine. 
“ I want to see to it,” said 
Cleaver, the fugitive Black Pan­ 
ther leader and author, “that 
wider and wider c i r c l e s of 
American people become famil­ 
iar with a part of their history 
that has been lost and still ex­ 
ists in Korea — a history of U. 
S. imperialism in Korea.” 
Their delegation i n c l u d e d 
A m e r i c a n s representing a 
cross-section of the a n t i w ar 
m o v e m e n t — students, New 
L e f t underground journalists, 
Black Panthers, a woman’s lib­ 
eration organization campaign­ 
er and a representative of GI 
dissidents. 
They were leaving for Pyong­ 
yang, the North Korean capi­ 
tal, on the weekly Moscow- 
Pyongyang flight and planned to 
stay about a month at the invi­ 
tation of the Committee for Re­ 
unification of Korea. 
“We’re g o i n g to begin a 
process of developing a move­ 
ment in America that extends 
over struggle against the war in 
Vietnam to a general struggle 
against U. S. imperialism, espe­ 
cially in Korea,” said Scheer, 
34, the Peace and Freedom Par­ 
ty candidate for the Senate seat 
held by Republican G e o r g e 
Murphy. 


“We want to be able <to show 
1 that the U.S. presenec in Ko- 
| rea is of the same kind as its 
i presence in Vietnam, that there 
| is a likelihood of war in Korea 
because the United States con­ 
tinues its aggressive policies 
throughout the world. 
“We recognize that Vietnam 
is still the primary target and 
we do not want to drain any en- 
| ergy or attention from that,” 
Scheer said. “We merely want 
; to widen the scope of our con­ 
cern.” 
Scheer. a sandy haired man 
w i t h gold-rimmed spectacles 
and a neatly trimmed beard, 
did most of the talking while the 
rest of the group dined in their 
Moscow hotel Sunday. 
Later they filed into a room to 
continue the discussion amid 
open suitcases, a table littered 
with North Korean literature, 
French cigarettes and cartons 
of diapers for delivery to Cleav­ 
er’s wime, Kathleen, in Pyong­ 
yang. She is waiting the birth 
of their second child there.

The first incident came at 
2:30 p.m. Saturday when the en­ 
tire staff of black announcers at 
the station resigned. The station I 
then went off the air until 3:30 
p.m., at which time program di­ 
rector Ben Tipton, a Negro, took 
the microphone and ran a nor­ 
mal program until 4:15 p.m. 


During this time, 300 blacks j 
congregated and sat-in at the 
lobby of the station. The sta- 
' t i o n ’s management said the 
group, mostly teen-agers pro­ 
testing what they called a state 
of racial tension in the city, 
could stay if they remained 
peaceful. 


But the demonstrators broke 
! into the studio. Mrs. Luper took 
the microphone and said a state 
of emergency existed in Okla- 
| homa City. She called on black 
| citizens to march on the radio 
station. Tipton then took the mi­ 
crophone and said the audience 
should boycott the station s ad­ 
vertisers. 


The station went off the air 
for the day at 4:20 p.m. It re- 
1 sumed broadcasting S u n d a y : 
! with w h i t e announcers. The

m a n d s to the management.I 
They included demands for pay j

announcers, 
more black personnel in other 
positions such as bookkeepers 
and engineers and more local 
news to be broadcast by the sta­ 
tion. 


“We feel that this station 
which operates in the black 
community should be run for 
that community," Mrs. Luper 
said. “The so-called program 
manager does not even have the 
power to hire or fire employees, 
but has to leave every major 
decision to the state’s white 
management.

Committee Suggests 


A Bucket Seot Ban 


I-J Special Report 


SACRAMENTO - 
Elimina­ 
tion of bucket seats from cars 
and of many parking spaces in 
urban areas have been suggest­ 
ed by the Governor’s Committee 
on Traffic Safety. 
The com m ittees repdH. also 
recommended requiring motor­ 
cycle riders to wear helmets, 
‘‘substantial improvement” in 
medical care given to accident 
victims, and mandatory ‘‘alco­ 
hol schools” for drivers convict­ 
ed of alcohol offenses. 
The committee’s last report 
was in 1968, and many of its 
recommendations, 
including 
limits on the amount of alcohol 
that can be in a driver's blood 
before he is considered drunk, 
were enacted by the 1969 Legis­ 
lature. 
The recommendation on buck­ 
et seats came from the commit­ 
tee's pedestrian s a f e t y task 
group, which complained that 
such split seats often force mo­ 
torists to enter and exit from 
the traffic side. 
The group urged that the Cali­ 
fornia Highway Patrol consider 
the desirability “ of requiring 
that all automobile s e a t i n g 
areas be required to be such 
that exit from the curb-side is 
both easy and practical for all 
types of passengers, so as to re­ 
duce the need to alight in the 
traffic lane.” 
The group also recommended 
amendment of the Vehicle Code 
to prohibit curb parking within 
50 feet approaching a “stop” 
sign, “yield’’ sign, traffic signal 
or a m arked pedestrian cross­ 
walk. This would help drivers 
see pedestrians, the report not­ 
ed. 
It stressed that the recom­ 
mendation was aimed only at 
points “where significant vol­ 
umes of pedestrians would nor­ 
m ally be expected.” such as 
m a r k e d crosswalks and en­ 
trances to arterial streets. 
The effect of such a recom­ 
mendation in San Rafael's busi­ 
ness district would be to elimi­ 
nate about two parking spaces 
on each side of each block. 
The report also recommended 
that Street and Highways Code 
be amended to permit local au­ 
thorities to require installation 
of curbs, gutters and sidewalks.

NEW YORK (U PI) - The 
rate of infectious syphilis in­ 
creased 8.5 per cent in the last 
year throughout the U n i t e d 
States in a rise “ so dramatic 
1 that national emergency action 
is needed,” a health society re­ 
ported Sunday. 
New Jersey led the increase 
among the states and New York 
City topped the country’s urban 
areas. 


The American Social Health 
Association, a voluntary agency 
championing the fight against 
veneral disease, said 20,531 cas­ 
es of infectious syphilis were re­ 
ported in the nation durina the 
fiscal year 1970, up from 18,769 
reported during the previous 12 
month period. 
New Jersey showed a 55.3 per 
cent upsurge in the disease in 
the fiscal period ending June 30 


i — nearly "seven times the 8.5 
1 per cent national increase over 


1969 
and New York reported 
i a 29.8 per cent hike with 3.230 
cases. It topped the list of cities 
with populations of 200,000 or 
I more. 
“ This increase is so dramatic 
that national -emergency action 
is needed,” said Dr. James S. 
McKenzie-Pollock, the associa­ 
tion’s medical director, 


j 
“ I think a dangerous situation 
i is upon us and unless we take 
every effort to stop this in­ 
crease, were in trouble,” he 
said, attributing the rise, partic- 
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ularly in the last five months, to 
“ the increase in sex.” 


“ There s not only more sex, j 
especially among the young peo­ 
ple. 
but more indiscriminate 
sex,” McKenzip-Poilock sai d. : 
He also said some 750.000 other 
Americans were plagued with! 
noninfectious syphilis. 
. 
The a s s o c i a t i o n said the 
“ alarming” upsurge of infec­ 
tious syphilis compounds the 
problem of veneral disease be­ 
cause “ the epidemic of gonor­ 
rhea is alreadv out of control.”

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TODAY'S EDITORIALS 
There's No Special Magic 
In 53,000-Acre Seashore 


Among things threatened by infla­ 
tion and its accompanying tax squeeze 
is Point Reyes National Seashore as it 
originally was conceived. 
It has long been apparent that no 
p r e d i c t i o n of the cost of the 
53.000-acre national park can be re­ 
garded as a firm figure. The latest es­ 
timate is $57.5 million. That amount 
has b e e n authorized, although $ 30.- 
943,773 of it has yet to be appropriat­ 
ed. 
EVEN $57.5 MILLION, however, 
will not be enough. The National Park 
Service and the Congress have both fi­ 
nally become aware of this. 
Each time the government has ob­ 
tained another appropriation for buy­ 
ing land for the national seashore, it 
has found that appropriation will buy 
fewer acres than had been planned. 
B e c a u s e of this inflation in land 
v a l u e s — applying to other govern­ 
ment purchases throughout the coun­ 
try, not just to the land in West Marin 
— Congress in 1968 decreed that 
thereafter the various agencies should 
no longer file “declarations of taking” 
when starting condemnation suits to 
acquire land. These declarations per­ 
mit the government to take the land 
immediately; but they require that it 
pay whatever price the court or jury 
decides. And these prices have run too 
far above estimates. 
ABANDONING t h e “declaration 
of taking” means that the government 
can withdraw its condemnation suit if 
it appears likely the price will be be­ 
yond its means. 
This l e a v e s owners of land ear­ 
marked for the national seashore in an 
u n h a p p y position. Last week, attor­ 
neys for several of them protested to 
the Marin County Board of Supervi­ 
sors. 
It is interesting that one of the pro­ 


testing attorneys was Albert Bianchi. 
He is an officer of the Marin Property 
Owners Association, which a week ear­ 
lier led a revolt against county spend­ 
ing. 
Attorneys must serve their clients. 
Whether the landowners represented 
by Bianchi before the supervisors last 
week are also members of the associa­ 
tion that protested the previous week, 
we do not know. 


HOWEVER, T H E TWO protests 
bring into focus a reality that we all 
must recognize: To trim government 
spending, somebody has to give up 
something. If everyone is to get every­ 
thing he wants, the cost to the taxpay­ 
er will be just too much. 
Just about everyone in Marin, we 
expect, would like to see Point Reyes 
National Seashore completed to t h e 
53.000-a e r e size originally planned. 
But there is no magic in 53.000 acres. 
There 
is 
n o t h i n g 
that 
says 
53.000-acre park is g r e a t but 
30.000-park, for instance, would 
disastrous. 
Since it appears that financing the 
53.000-acre park is going to cost so 
much more than anyone expected, and 
since we must hold down government 
spending, it would appear wise for the 
National Park Service to make sure 
that what it buys from the $7.1 million 
last allocated will fill in the gaps to 
make a complete park. If that is impos­ 
sible, it would be wise for it to plan a 
complete park with as little additional 
land purchase as possible. Then any 
e x c e s s land within the 53,000 acres 
could be removed from the “freeze” 
which hampers proper planning for 
West Marin. And we would not wind 
up with a national seashore checkered 
with private holdings within its pro­ 
posed boundaries. 


Insecticides Still Needed 


A reader wrote ot us recent­ 
ly. conveying the idea that we 
hadn’t been giving insecticides 
a fair shake. He also sent 
s o m e informative literature 
which, while not agreeing 100 
per cent we found interesting. 
One item which caught our 
attention 
particularly 
w a s 
about the so-called biological 
controls — the use of other in­ 
sects, insect diseases and ster- 


ilized male insects to control 
the insect population. 
There are about 3,000 truly 
destructive insects in the U.S. 
alone. There are about a dozen 
bio-controls which have proved 
effective in the field, and an­ 
other 100 have been proved in 
the laboratory, most of which 
are useful against one or two 
specific species. 
This means that short of 


very laborious methods, such 
as hand-picking, the vast m a­ 
jority of insects will require 
some kind of chemical pesti­ 
cides for some years to come. 
And especially so in view of 
the greater demands which the 
population explosion is placing 
on our farm ers. 
Sad to relate, lady bugs and 
praying mantids are not the 
whole answer.

WORTH SAYING 


WASHINGTON - Black Af­ 
ricans are doing far better 
governing themselves and im­ 
proving their lot than their 
best friends ever thought pos­ 
sible. 
The record of the past dec­ 
ade is on balance one of nota­ 
ble 
achievement, 
substantial 
economic progress and grow­ 
ing political stability. 
Few 
thought 
it could 
be 
done. But it is, and the' Afri­ 
cans have done it mostly by 
themselves. It is their talent 
and t h e i r character which 
have made it possible. 
TODAY 
THERE 
ARE 
36 
black African states, and this 
year 17 of them are celebrat­ 
ing the 10th anniversary of 
their independence. They have 
much to celebrate. 
The colonialists t h o u g h t 
b l a c k s could never govern 
themselves, and most of them 
gave the Africans little train­ 
ing in government. 
The colonialists thought the 
blacks could never man the 
bureaucracy after it was Afri­ 
canized. 
They t h o u g h t »the blacks 
could never run the economy 
of their nations, till the land 
efficiently, and attract new in­ 
dustry. 
The colonialists thought that 
everything would fall 
apart 
MUCH DID go wrong, very 
w r o n g , when independence 
cam e so suddenly and with so 
little preparation. 
More 
than 
2.000,000 
lives 
were lost in the civil wars in 
the Belgian Congo and Niger­ 
ia. and civil strife still tears at 
the Sudan, Ethiopia and Chad. 
There have been military take­ 
overs in the majority of Afri­ 
can states which found that 
loyalty to tribe over nation 
made it impossible for them to 
sustain western-style democra­ 
cy- 
But most of the worst now 
seems over and a new black 
Africa is rising from the ashes 
of the disasters which almost 
engulfed independence in the 
early years. 
At last the Congo-Kinshasa 
is at peace with itself and with 
its 
former 
colonial 
m aster. 
For the first tim e since inde­ 
pendence 10 years ago King 
Baudouin of the Belgians is 
visiting the Congo. It is begin­ 
ning to prosper partly through 
the help of Belgian financiers 


and experts but under Congo­ 
lese control. 
Ghana by m i 1 i t a r y coup 
threw off'the pro-Communist 
dictatorship of Kwane Nkru- 
mah, who fled the country. 
The coup had wide, popular 
approval. The military leaders 
p r o m i s e d civilian rule and 
kept their promise. A civilian 
government was elected last 
year and is doing well. 
Nigeria, the most populous 
of the black nations — 63.- 
000.000 — is slowly getting 
back on its feet after a costly 
civil war. It is prospering by 
greatly expanding its produc­ 
tion of crude oil which bum s 
needed hard currency. By win­ 
ning the civil war, Nigeria 
preserved its union but it can 
secure it only by winning the 
good will and confidence of the 
t a l e n t e d and powerful Ibo 
tribe. 
WE ARE NOT suggesting 
that everything is going for­ 
ward in black Africa. It isn't. 
Economic progress is uneven. 
Political stability is often frag­ 
ile. There are many uncertain­ 
ties. 
But on balance the evidence 
is favorable. 
Taking all the 36 black Afri­ 
can nations together, the stan­ 
dard of living of the average 
African is better, than it was 
under colonial rule. One rea­ 
son is that development of 
each nation’s r e s o u r c e s is 
mostly benefiting the nation, 
not outside investors. Another 
is that African rulers are look­ 
ing after Africans. 
While the development in­ 
dustries in many of the Afri­ 
can countries have been na­ 
tionalized, much outside capi­ 
tal. 
including 
American, 
is 
finding sound investment on a 
partnership basis. Such part­ 
nerships are growing, not less­ 
ening. 
WHEN WE WERE in Kenya 
five years ago, the prediction 
was that, with the exodus of 
European farmers. K e n y a ' s 
export agriculture would go to 
pieces. It didn't. The export 
crops of coffee, tea and wheat 
are at record levels. And Afri­ 
cans are doing it. 
And to the surprise of many, 
these 
virile, 
fragile, 
tumul­ 
tuous new nations have been 
drawn into the political orbit 
of neither East nor West. Afri­ 
ca for the Africans is moving 
toward reality.

Fly Before You Buy

WASHINGTON - While it is 
conducting a rescue operation 
for the giant C5A cargo plane, 
the Pentagon is quietly prepar­ 
ing for a newr type of plane 
procurement, one which will 
carry a Nixon administration 
tradem ark. 
There will be a sharp con­ 
trast with the CoA “ package” 
as it was originally purchased 
several years ago under the 
direction of former Defense 
Secy. Robert S. McNamara. 
Fly-before-you-buy will be the 
new watchword. 
The new* plan involves a pro- 
t o t y p e competition between 
the two companies whose ver­ 
sions of a new plane look best 
on paper. The idea is to get a 
pre-purchase look at real, op­ 
erating 
hardware 
and 
give 
competitors the best incentive 
to avoid cost overruns like 
those w'hich have plagued the 
C5A. 
THE PROJECTED A-X, a 
p l a n e with which the Air 
Force plans to provide better 
close air support for Army 
ground units, is now scheduled 
for such a prototype competi­ 
tion. At stake is a purchase of 
nearly 1.000 such planes at a 
cost of perhaps $1.5 billion 
over the years. 
Half a dozen plane makers 
have indicated an interest in 
the 
A-X 
competition. 
Their 
technical proposals are due at 
the Pentagon in early August. 
Cost estim ates are to be sub­ 
mitted a couple of weeks later. 
Late this year two finalists 
will be selected by the Air 
Force on the basis of those 
submissions. Each will sign a 
fixed-price contract for about 
$30 million to build two proto­ 
type planes which will com­ 
pete against one another for 
the big production contract. 
THE AIR FORCE timetable 
calls for the first flight of the 
two competing planes about 18 
months 
after 
the 
prototype 
contracts are awarded. After a 
couple of months of manufac­ 
turer tes flights the official 
air force ‘ fly-off” will begin. 
To minimize change orders 
in the planning process (since 
they are one of the factors 


which cause cost escalation! 
the Air Force is providing a 
rather simple set of perform­ 
ance specifications for the new 
A-X. 
Envisioned is 
an airplane 
costing about $1 to $1.5 million 
after all research and develop­ 
ment is completed. The Air 
F o r c e wants a single-seat 
plane weighing up to 35.000 
pounds with a speed of 400 to 
500 nautical miles per hour. 


ONE I M P O R T A N T Air 
Force requirement is a “ loi­ 
ter” capability — fuel and 
arm s to stay airborne over a 
contested area for at least two 
hours. Specifications call for 
short takeoff and landing cap­ 
ability so that small airfields, 
and even highways, can be 
used by the A-X. 


Another important Air Force 
requirement is “survivability” 
— an ability to take punish­ 
ment. The A-X prototypes are 
being touted as the first planes 
to be designed with survivabil­ 
ity as a principal goal. 
The Air Force has not speci­ 
fied a power plant for the new 
plane or even required that it 
be turbofan or turboprop. 
If Congress provides the nec­ 
essary funds and the prototype 
competition 
goes 
ahead 
on 
schedule, industry sources be­ 
lieve General Dynamics and 
Northrop should be viewed as 
favorites to wind up in the fi­ 
nal “ fly-off.”

field, finds double knits ideal 
for this purpose. 
The unconstructed suit looks 
very much like an ordinary 
suit but its construction is 
much sim p ler. There are 
lighter weight shoulder pads 
than in a regular jacket, there 
is less lining and there is 
much less canvas in the chest. 
The trousers usually are; 
made without a “ curtain,” | 
which is the inner waistband 
usually made of a coarser fab­ 
ric. In essence, Kane says, 
“ the trousers will be very 
much like ski pants — com- 
fortable since a man is not 
bothered by all the construc­ 
tion.” 
The advantage from a style 
standpoint is that there is a 
savings of up to two weeks in 
the manufacture of an uncon­ 
structed suit. An ordinary suit 
requires anywhere from four 
to six weeks to make; if there 
is a sudden new style trend the 
manufacturing can be cut to 
almost half the time. 
KANE IS a former vice 
president of Stanley Blacker. 
Inc., and took over the job last 
year of president of Raffles 
*Wear, Inc., a division of Kay- 
ser-Roth. One of his memora­ 
ble designs at Stanley Blacker 
was a pale denim sports jack­ 
et decorated with white stitch­ 
ing and lined with red ban­ 
dana. 
As president of his own firm 
and the chief designer, he de­ 
velops, designs, produces and 
sells a collection of tailored 
clothing and sportswear he 
calls “ separates,” that is, the 
jackets and trousers can be 
worn together as a sports suit 
or separately as a contrasting 
s por t s jacket and slacks. 
There also are coordinating 
shirts. 
As for the unconstructed 
suit, he said, “ I feel that it is 
best done in a knit fabric, a 
double knit. I’ve refused to use 
knits in constructed clothing, 
except for pants. It doesn’t 
make sense. I’ve never been 
uncomfortable in a woven 
suit.” 
The great advantage for the 
consumer is comfort and prac­ 
ticability. 
“ Here you have a garment 
you can literally throw into the 
comer of a suitcase like a pair 
of socks and it will come out 
looking freshly pressed,” Kane 
said. ‘‘A knit has a great 
memory. It bounces back — 
but it forgets it was crushed. 
Having taken out all the lin­ 
ings, you don’t worry about 
wrinkling the canvas.” 
Kane’s cruise and holiday 
wear for 1970-71, which will be 
in the shops in November, fol­ 
lows the line of what he calls 
his “ unstructured company” 
in that “ we don’t allow our­ 
selves to be tied into the tradi­ 
tional.”

Mill Valley's Julie Taylor, 
young former professional bai­ 
ler ;na who is now working on 
a Ph. D. in social anthropology 
at Oxford University in Eng­ 
land. is on her way to Argen­ 
tina under a Ford Foundation 
Foreign ^rea Fellowship to do 
field research for her doctoral 
thesis. 
Useful once again may be 
the courage and adventurous 
spirit that served her well dur­ 
ing the shipwreck in the Ant­ 
arctic she experienced while 
traveling during her first re­ 
search in Argentina. 
Last week at the Mill Valley 
home of her parents. Mr. and 
Mrs. Joseph Taylor, Julie de­ 
scribed her reactions on re­ 
turning to this country and 
what she has been doing since 
her first story appeared in the 
I-J in 1967. 
At that time, having pre­ 
viously decided that. . .“ If at 
27 you are not Margot Fon­ 
teyn, you are done as a ballet 
dancer,” she had been gradu­ 
ated the year before from 
Harvard with a B.A. in cul­ 
tural anthropology and a Full- 
bright Fellowship. She had 
also just returned from a 
year in Argentina, where her 
research under the Fellowship 
was centered around the Ar­ 
gentine tango. 
After a year at home Julie 
left for Oxford to do graduate 
st udy under anthropologist 
Rodney Heedham. 
From this point 25-year-old 
Julie tells her own story, be­ 
ginning with why she wanted 
an English degree. 
“ Though I think undergradu­ 
ate work in the United States 
is superior,” she says, “ I am 
not much in a c c o r d with 
American graduate programs 
because they are too mecha­ 
nized. Americans agree that 
here graduate studies are ori­ 
ented toward teaching and the 
English toward r e s e a ch. 
Americans think the English 
system leads to scholarship 
too narrow for teaching, but I 
think in order to write a good 
thesis you have to have a 
broad scholarly background. I 
believe people who have taken 
English degrees are just as 
qualified to teach and are pos­ 
sibly more original scholars 
than those with American de­ 
grees.” 
Continuing with an account 
of her most recent experi­ 
ences, she said, “ I received a

diploma at Oxford in social an­ 
thropology after one year, then 
won a studentship (the equiva­ 
lent here of a fellowship) that 
will cover all the costs of my 
Ph.D (The Ford Foundation 
grant will cover the expenses 
of her research for her thesis 
in Argentina.).” 


PROBABLY NO one would 
suspect from the title, “ The 
Nature of Mass Beliefs in Re­ 
cent Argentine History,” that 
her thesis will be concerned 
with Eva Peron, wife of the 
deposed dictator Juan Peron. 
Julie finds it fascinating that 
a women of her own age was in 
a position of such power and 
idolized by the masses. 
“ The main focus of my 
study of Eva Peron,” she con­ 
tinued. “ will be on what peo­ 
ple remember about her — 
what her importance was in 
t h e i r minds in comparison 
with her husband’s and in 
comparison with reality.” 
Julie’s interest in Eva Peron 
is in line with her concern with 
the position of women in socie­ 
ty. 
“ I have always had a major 
interest in the role of women 
in society and what being a 
woman really means,” she 
said. 
“ I wrote a college term pa­ 


per in 1964 on ‘Biologic and 
Cultural Aspects of the Domi­ 
nance of the Human Male.’ 
and nobody was interested,” 
she remembers. “ Now I find 
all this interest here, in Eng­ 
land and Western Europe in 
what masculinity and feminin­ 
ity really mean. 
“ Latest research on babies 
from birth to nine montns 
shows that the child absorbs 
more than was ever thought, 
which means that it is even 
harder to trace what is native­ 
ly feminine and masculine. 
There’s just no proof. 


•THERE DOES seem to be 
greater male dominance or 
aggression, but there is no rea­ 
son to believe a grea.ter ten­ 
dency to aggression is better 
than passivity. The male po­ 
tential for activity and aggres­ 
sion probably fits in with men 
being bigger and physically 
stronger than women. 
“ Incidentally,” Juiie points 
out, “ anthropologists have 
been interested in investigat­ 
ing the role of women, and I 
was surprised to find that the 
idea that there have been ma­ 
triarchies is a myth according 
to latest research. There is not 
and never has been a society 
in which women really had the 
power and prestige. Though 


they may have been rulers, 
they were really servant bu* 
reauerats. No one understands 
the reason for this. 
“ Even though her research 
with primitive peoples was 
very good, I don’t think Mar­ 
garet Mead's conclusions on 
innate male and female quali­ 
ties were conclusive. 
“ Many anthropologists agree 
that she gives opinions not 
based on proper scholarship. 
She seems to feel qualified to 
speak on everything, and has 
sold out to the cheap maga- 
z i n e s, where her authority 
won’t be challenged. 


“ I THINK WHAT is going on 
in this country in women’s lib 
is good. The ones using viol­ 
ence are just the extremists. I 
tend to think the sexes are not 
equal but different, and wom­ 
en trying to be like men is ri- 
d i c u 1 o u s, but that women 
should work for equality legal­ 
ly and economically. 
“ There’s a t r e me n d o u s 
amount of discrimination 
against women academically 
— often a conscious policy of 
hiring no women professors. 
“ You may win all kinds of 
scholarships and fellowships, 
defeating men in the competi­ 
tion, but you had belter be 
prepared for a comedown if 
there's a man around when 
it’s a question of a job.” 
Of her reactions on return­ 
ing to this country Julie says, 
“ I feel very maladjusted here. 
What struck me most was the 
incredible opulence. This coun­ 
try is so cloyingly rich. I feit 
lost, especially in New York, 
in the stores and the super­ 
markets with so much food. I 
felt everybody must be a mil­ 
lionaire. My reaction was sad­ 
ness. Everything is thing- 
oriented rather than people- 
oriented. 


“ OUR PROBLEMS are so 
acute that this may be the rea­ 
son why young people are tak­ 
ing such drastic methods. I 
don’t understand the violence 
aspects of it, though I recog­ 
nize there’s a role for violence 
in drawing attention, but I 
don't think violence is the 
way. 
“ I don’t know if I under­ 
stand the drug problem — I 
find marijuana boring — but I 
would forgive drugs and viol­ 
ence for the sake of the fact 
that youth is dealing with
